Pocatello, Idaho, Dec. 23.—R eports 
from West Yellowstone, Mont., say that 
the mercury has reached 65 degrees be- 
low zero, the lowest point in many 
years in the national park.

There is one theory of American relation to this 
war which holds that the United States was a 
slacker from the start.

A more maddening theory we do not know, 
but we'll admit that our own war medicine, that it 
was a struggle for civilization, gives a lot of color 
to shrewd or sentimental] people who want to know 
what we were doing in our war al] the thme up 
to 1917. 

We say out and be damned to that theory, 
When the American stake was developed in the 
contest America went in and it would have re 
mained out if it could have. We paid for the re 
sults we got, paid in full, and it was a by-product 
that we saved the allied cause. 

We are not now seeking a pound of flesh. The 
debis contracted to the United States were avowed- 
ly debts when the money was loaned. The United 
Staies did not take European paper for its own 
expeuses. It took these obligations “for the ex- 
penses of the governments which issued them and 
without the United States the expenses would have | 
bee® heavier. | 

America has been a patient collector and is now 
an optimistic one. Great Britain is paying and we 
feel that an injustice is done a paying debtor if 
nothing is said to the others. We may not collect 
all these debts in money. ! 

Territory frequently changes hands after a war. 
A great deal of it has changed hands since this 
war, but not into American hands. The French 
have some Caribbean islands. They have some 
Pacific islands. We do not know what they are 
worth to the United States, but because of their 
location they may be worth a great dea] miore 
to America than they can be worth to France. 

What we particularly do not like is the idea that 
our money is blood Money if we say, even pleas-. 
antly, that it is our money. We may not get it, but 
let's not wipe a moral sponge over the debt. 


NO NOBEL PEACE PRIZE. 


The Nobel. prize committee of Norway has de- 
efded not to award a peace prize this. year. be- 
cause no suitable candidate could be found. The 
committee cannot’have heard of Edward Bok. He 
gave $50,000 for a peace plan, pledged $50,000 
more, and spent much on postage stamps. He 
may not have got anything for his money, but 
it was a good effog. There are our pacifists 
who have tried to promote peace with Japan by 
letting the Japanese have California. Certainly 
among them a worthy and outstanding citizen 
could be found. Oswald Garrison Villard has 
done nobly to drive the American marines out

remain its owner. 

The Ford offer as interpreted by fts 
friends provided for »the annual pro 
duction of 40,000 tons of nitrogen or 
fertilizer containing nitrogen equiva- 
lent to that amount. The Underwood 
bili provides that a lease of Muscle 
Shoals shall be made only on condi- 
tion that 10,000 tons of nitrogen or 
fertilizer containing that amount of 
nitrogen shall be produced in the third 
year, 20,000 tons the fourth year, 30,- 
000 tons the fifth year, and thereafter 
40,000 tons annually. 

Keeping String on Profits. 

The profit on the nitrogen or fer- 
tilizer is limited to 8 per cent per an- 
num in both propositions, and a sen- 
ate amendment to the Underwood bill 
would limit the profit on the power 
also to 8 per cent, which last was not 
in the Ford bill. The Ford offer pro- 
vided for a board including farmers’ 
representatives to pass upon the ques- 
tion of cost - production of fertilizer 
on which profit should be figured. The 
Underwood bill provides for reports to 
the government on this point. 

Both propositions contemplated that 
experimentation and investigations 
should be carried on in the develop- 
ment of nitrogen, fertilizer, and chem- 
ical development. Both provide for re- 
turn of the properties to the govern- 
ment for war purposes in event of 


emergency, and there are provisions | 


in both as to maintenance of plants, 
and furnishing of facilities or serv- 
ices to assist navigation at Muscle 
Shoals. 

In event of failure to make a lease 
a government corporation would take 
over the Shoals properties under the 
Underwood bill and operate them for 
production of nitrogen and fertilizer 
under terms and conditions similar to 
those stipulated for the lessee. The 
bonds of the corporation would be 
guaranteed by the government.

Man Eating Lions— 
They're Dead—for 
the Field Muaseum 


Two famous man eating lions, that 
created havoc among workmen and 
natives engaged in building a railroad 
in East Africa west from Mombasa, 
quite dead now but handsomely mount- 
ed, are soon to be placed in the Field 
museum here. 

The lions, known as the “ man eaters 
of Tsavo,” are credited with having 
killed and eaten twenty eight Hindu 
coolies and scores of African natives. 
That was during 1898. 

The lions were purchased from Col. 
J. H. Patterson, big game hunter, by 
Stanley Field, president of the mu- 
seum. Col Patterson was in charge 
of the construction of one long section 
of railway. After six months’ effort 
and after perils perhaps beyord prece 
dent he succeeded in slaying the two 
man-eaters. Subsequently he wrote a 
book on those adventures with an in- 
troduction by Col. Selons, famous 
hunter. 

In the world war Col. Patterson saw 
service in the British army about’
